A plea for harmony between em­ 
ployers and workers is made, and

The letters were not prompted 
bv conditions pertaining especially 
to Mexico, as this country has been 
comparatively free from labor trou­ 
bles assuming dem onstrative pro­ 
portions.

FIRE THREATENED TO 
DESTROY HAY STACKS 


Fire, originating from sparks from 
an AL, K. a- T. train destroyed ten 
acres of meadow* on the farm of J. 
B. H arlan, throe miles northeast of

The 
men rushed to the meadow in mo­ 
tor cars and started fighting the 
grass fire, which was rapidly near 
ing the hay stacks. 
The brisk 
wind from the north was spreading 
the flames faster than they could 
bo extinguished by the men, but 
timely assistance from a party of 
about ten Sedalia lads, who were 
out hunting rabbits and who came 
to the meadow, resulted in the fire 
being put out when it had reached 
to within a fcw yards of the hay 
stacks.
